H e was vice-president of 
the R epublican state central com ­ 
m ittee and a form er m em ber of 
the state fish and game com m is­ 
sion. 
H e successfully m anaged 
Frank F. M erriam ’s gubernatorial 
cam paign. He had extensive oil 
interests in the beach area.

Inactive On Order Of War Department 


“Effective 0001 o'clock, 1 June, the Aircraft Warning Corps and 
the Ground Observer Corps will be placed on an inactive status," 
reads a message from Major General William E. Lynd, commanding 
officer of the Fourth Air Force, recently sent to aircraft warning 
service heads in the western part of the United States. "Although 
there is no expectation that civilian volunteers will again be called 
upon to serve the aircraft warning service, it is hoped that you will 
feel inclined to form reserve groups, consisting of personnel now 
serving on the observation posts or in the filter centers, for the con­ 
tinuance of friendly relations and to form a nucleus of trained air­ 
craft warning personnel so that in the event of an unseen emergency 
this command may count on you to resume operations whenever 
necessary." 


‘‘Each observer has contributed 
to the highly successful manner 
in which the aircraft warning ser­ 
vice has performed its mission . . . 
I desire to express my personal 
appreciation for your loyalty and 
patriotic service in assisting this 
Command in the performance of 
its mission, the protection of the 
Pacific Coast from air attack.” 
Enclosed in the letter from 
Maj. Gen. Lynd was one from 
H e n r y Stimson, Secretary of 
War, addressed to all volunteers 
of the aircraft warning service 
and one from Major Gomer Lewis 
commanding 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
Fighter Wing. 
“The aircraft warning centers, 
at which so many of you have 
served and to which so many oth­ 
ers have reported as ground ob­ 
servers, are to be closed,” Mr. 
Stimson 
wrote. 
“The 
aircraft 
warning service, on a reduced 
scale, will be absorbed into in­ 
stallations used for the training of 
fighter pilots. 
“.This does not mean that the 
War Department is of the opinion 
that all danger of enemy bomb­ 


ing has passed. On the contrary, a 
small scale raid is still within the 
capabilities of our enemies. We 
must win this w ar in Europe and 
Asia, however, and the calculat­ 
ing risk we are assuming in re­ 
ducing our air defense measures 
is justified by the offensive pow­ 
er we will thereby release. 
“This war has a long way to go. 
We are only just entering upon 
its crucial phase and victory lies 
far ahead beyond many bloody 
battles.”
